A T a n g i e r n e w s p a p e r sta te d that the 
British officers ami t e \ e r a l F re n c h of­ 
ficers are missing.

fltah S enator Favors American Adop­ 
tion of European Forestry System. 
United States Senator Reed Smoot, 
chairman of the commission appointed 
by President Roosevelt to look into 
means for the conservation of the na­ 
tional forests, recently arrived in Lon­ 
don after a tour of Inspection of tho 
European forests. 
lie is convinced by what he lias seen 
that the general principles of conti­ 
nental scientific forestry may lie suc­ 
cessfully applied to the ^United States, 
although the character "of tin* west de­ 
mands some modification in them. 
Senator Smoot considers the forest 
of Silwald, owned and managed by the 
| city of Zurich, the most carefully de- 
i veloped in the world. 
Such forests 
i cost more per acre to take care of. but 
j yield a greater net gain because there 
are arrangements for the utilization of 
j all possible products. 
Under the di­ 
rection of the municipal government 
sawmills, planing mills and excelsior 
and tool handle factories are run. 
At Munich the senator examined the 
experimental forest of tin* university, 
directed 
by 
Professor 
Mayer. 
Mr. 
Smoot considers that what he observ­ 
ed being done in the Black 
forest 
would be of the greatest benefit in the 
United States. 
Years ago the Black 
forest was being destroyed, 
it lias 
now been greatly built up by tlie rig 
orouR care of the German authorities. 
Every tree Is numbered, and stock is 
taken each year. 
In Mr. Smoot’s opinion the same 
thing is Imperatively necessary to save 
the 104,000,000 acres of forest reserve 
In the United States at the present 
time. 
He says the commission lie 
heads will probably advise an increase 
in the United States forestry depart­ 
ment to that end.

Special Commission Reports to 


the President on Them. 


CHIEF EXECUTIVE IS PLEASED 


Ad m inistration of Colons! Charles W. 


Ooethals Is Upheld in Report, Which 


Will 
Be 
Submitted 
to 
Congress. 


Progress of Work Satisfactory. 


O yster Bay, X. Y., Auk. 2 4 — Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt has m ade public a re­ 
port made to him on A uk. 6 by a spe­ 
cial commission consisting of Jam es 
Bronson 
Reynolds, 
Samuel 
B. 
Don­ 
nelly and Itenry Beach N eedham , re ­ 
garding conditions In Panama. 
The 
commission was appointed April 2'., 
last, "to investigate conditions and ac­ 
comm odations 
on 
the 
Isthm us 
of 
Panam a.” 
That the president Is pleased with 
♦he report is shown In a letter which 
he sent to each m em ber of the com­ 
mission 
on 
Friday. 
He 
expressed 
particular pleasure over the fact that 
the commission upheld the admin!* 
t rat ion of Colonel George W, Ooethals, 
chairm an of the Isthmian canal com­ 
mission. and the president has had a 
copy of the report mailed to Colonel 
Ooethals. requesting flint the recom ­ 
mendations m ade by the commission 
bs put into after t im mediately so far 
as possible. 
The president will sub 
Blit the report to congress with appro­ 
priate recommendations. 
To a great extent the report is de­ 
moted to a statistical outline of the 
work that has been accomplished, the 
work that rem ains to be done, the 
physical possibilities with th e equip­ 
ment now In use and the num ber of 
men ut present employed. 
In prefacing its report, the commis- 
•ion says* 
“ Work on the construction of the 
Isthm ian canal has passed through two 
stages, those of planning and of prepa­ 
ration. 
It is now In the third and 
final staue, this being of construction. 
"The terrible scourge of yellow fe­ 
ver, against which the French st nig­ 
gled In vain, th e filthy and pest-breed- 
Ing stage of the principal Panam ian 
towns, the rough labor cam ps and 
other pioneer hardships of the first 
two erns, have been elim inated. 
To­ 
day we find yellow fever driven from 
the Isthmus, m alaria and pneum onia 
greatly reduced and a high average of 
health established.” 


Progress of the Work. 


Of the progress of the work the 
report says: 
‘ Tills year over two and a third mil­ 
lion cubic yards were excavated in 
•ach of the w inter m onths.” 
A fter giving a detailed description 
of the method of work on *he canal 
and 'lie amount of m achinery and la­ 
bor Involved tho report continues: 
“From the outset we w ere strongly 
Impressed by the spirit of good will 
and loyalty of the employes inspired 
through the accessibility of the chief 
engineer, Colonel George W. Goethals, 
to all com plainants and his prompt in­ 
vestigation in person or by deputy of 
all com paints m ade.” 
A revision of the wage schedule 
would work to advantage, the com m is­ 
sion finds. 
The commission dwells at length on 
the difficulty of holding skilled w ork­ 
ingmen at the Isthmus, and in this re­ 
spect says that the wage rates paid 
on the Isthmus are but IO per cent 
higher than the rates on building con­ 
struction work in the city of New 
York. 
It recom m ends that no reduc­ 
tions be made. 
Regarding the num ber of hours the 
employes should be asked lo work, the 
report sayst 
"It 
is proper 
to record 
that 
we 
found the S hour law faithfully en­ 
forced in the entire service by the 
Isthm ian canal commission.” 
As to investigating and disposing of 
com plaints with 
the workmen, etc., 
the commission re p o rts: 
"A labor secretary to the com m is­ 
sion should bo appointed whose duty 
it 
shall 
be to Investigate all eom- 
paints in regard to the conditions of 
employm ent, subsistence and accom­ 
modations and to report tlieieupon to 
the chairm an of the com mission.” 
Adequate com pensation for those in­ 
jured while at work on the canal is 
recommended. 
Tn conclusion, the commission states 
that 
it 
desires to emphasize 
three 
striking excellencies of the canal ad­ 
m inistration. 
T hese 
are 
first, 
the 
recognition by the governm ent that 
the housing, feeding and health of Its 
employes be as a vital relation to their 
economic efficiency and as a conse­ 
quence the governm ent has been able 
to take up and successfully carry on 
a work that had been abandoned by 
another governm ent with a high ave­ 
nge of health and working power of 
its employes. 
Second, the improved 
relationship between the governm ent 
and its employes. 
Third, the liberal 
provision that is now m ade for relief 
In cases of tem porary disability.

The responsibility which will rest on 
H erm it's shoulders will be heavy, for 
all ills father’s accounts of his adven­ 
tures in tin* jungles of the dark conti­ 
nent are to Ite Illustrated. 
It is also 
understood that the president is ans 
ious to bring back photographs of rare 
African birds anti other anim als taken 
In life for several of the big museums, 
Including the Smithsonian institution 
at W ashington anti the American Mu­ 
seum 
of 
N atural 
History 
in 
New 
York. 
The president was anxious to 
have Mr. C hapm an accompany him. 
Rays the New York Times, but when 
this was found to l>e impossible it w as 
decided that K erm it should get a com­ 
plete cam era outfit and lie trained in 
Its use by Mr. Chapman. 
Mr. Chapman has long been a friend 
of the president. 
As associate curator 
of the departm ent of ornithology of 
the Museum of N atural H istory he 
has made frequent trips Into the in­ 
terior of Florida, photographing rare 
aud lienutiful birds at close range and 
in Ute end m aking the collection at the 
m useum one of the most complete and 
valuable In the world. 
It has been unusual Indeed for him 
to pass through W ashington since Mr. 
Roosevelt has 1kh*ti president without 
stopping over for luncheon or dinner 
at the White House, when the presi­ 
dent and In1 have discussed birds to 
the delight of both 
"T he president could not I cive se­ 
lected a better man fo help him pre­ 
pare for tim photographic end of the 
expedition.” said a friend of Mr t'hap- 
raau the other day. 
“H p lins made a 
long and thorough study of birds with 
the cam era, and be is not only un ex ­ 
pert in tho use of the camera, but 
knows jill tin* tricks of how to get 
close to the birds ” 
The question now under consider;, 
tlon by Kermit and Mr Chapm an is 
tho best kind of photographic outfit to 
take. 
It is expected that tin' cam era 
alone, with the several lenses, im lad­ 
ing a powerful long range lens. will 
c w t about $250. 
He 
will 
have to 
■nap birds hopping and flying and wild 
anim als In motion. 
But the mechanical operation of the 
cam era and a thorough understanding 
of its mechanism, so that he can repair 
it in the event of its getting out of ol­ 
der far from the haunts of men, are but 
a small p art of w hat Mr. Chapman will 
teach the president’* son. 
It is one 
thing to photograph young folks on a 
lawn, all anxious to be in the picture, 
and another to catch a wary bird in 
the heart of the jungle. 
Mr. Chapm an’s success has been due 
to the fact that he has been able to get 
very close views of birds. 
One of his 
favorite 
methods 
is 
to construct 
a 
blind, cover It over with brush and 
then leave it for weeks until the birds 
have become thoroughly accustomed to 
It. 
Then he has slipped into it before 
the birds are astir and has often been 
able to get good negatives of rare birds 
which hopped about unconcernedly only 
a few feet from his lens. 
Another favorite device is to haug a 
piece of burlap over a bush and leave 
it there for several weeks while on an­ 
other expedition and then creep under 
it and wait. 
Of course the camera 
m ust be arranged so that in snapping 
it there is no noise. 
The slightest sus­ 
picious sound w-ould spoil everything.

Chicago, Aug. 24.—'The mystery of ( 
the theft of $173,000 from the United 1 
States sub-treasury a year and a half 
ago, one of the largest losses the gov­ 
ernment has ever suffered In this man­ 
ner, is believed to have been solved 
by the arrest of George W. Fitzgerald. 
Others are believed to have been im­ 
plicated 
in 
the 
crime, 
which 
for 
months completely baffled government 
secret service men. 
Fitzgerald was an assorting teller 
under Assistant United States Treas 
urere 
William 
Boldenweck. 
Suspi­ 
cion at the tim# of the theft, Feb. 20, 
1907, rested on him, but so plausible 
was his story and so intense his ap­ 
parent interest in discovering the real 
culprit, that interest ceased to center 
In him. 
Much work was done on the 
theory that the crime had been per 
pet rated by a colored man. 
Mean­ 
while Fitzgerald was discharged from 
the government employ for culpable 
negligence in allowing such a theft 
to be consummated under his very 
eyes. 
The money stolen had been 
used and was tied in packages, some 
of them having been marked for de­ 
tra c tio n 
at 
Washington. 
Any 
of 
them would readily have passed any­ 
where but for their large denomina­ 
tion®. 
None of the bills was under 
$500 and some were of the $1,000 and 
$5,000 denominations, the $1,000 ones 
predominating. 
The 
theft 
created 
a 
sensation 
throughout the country and congress 
at the last session was asked, and re­ 
fused, to release Assistant Treasurer 
Boldenweck from liability, although it 
was promised 
that congress would 
again consider the m atter at its next 
aession. 


Attention 
Redirected to Fitzgerald. 
Meanwhile Herbert F. Young, a for­ 
mer newspaper reporter and now head 
of the Young Secret Service agency, 
became interested in the case, at first 
without official connection with the 
case, but latsr as the agent of Mr. 
Boldenweck. 
Mr. 
Young’s 
attention 
was redirected to Fitzgerald. 
The lat­ 
ter upon his discharge from the sub­ 
treasury stated that his whole for­ 
tune consisted of $600 in cash and a 
•tock certificate for $1,000. 
His wife 
had a $700 interest in the estate of 
her mother, which was valued at $4,- 
000 and was in litigation. 
Fitzgerald, 
however, according to Mr. Young, em­ 
barked in speculation on a scale not 
consistent with the size of his reputed 
means. There was, however, no osten­ 
tation in Fitzgerald’s life. 
The lavish 
display which detectives invariably 
lcok for in tracing stolen funds was 
absent. 
Fitzgerald bought eggs for 
apeculation and stored them. 
In July, 
1907, he 
inaugurated 
an egg deal 
which ultimately, it is stated, involved 
hn expenditure of $7,000, and the fol 
lowing March a similar deal Involved 
him, according to Mr. Young, to the 
extent 
of 
$15,000. 
Incidentally 
the 
former teller had become the posses­ 
sor, In his wife’s name, of a brick 
residence in Rogers Park, a suburb of 
Chicago, valued at $8,500. 
Mr. Young 
declared that this purchase was made 
in a roundabout way, passing through 
several hands and finally into those 
of Mrs- Fitzgerald for a consideration 
bf $1 . 
Last July the scent Is said to have 
become hot when Colonel Harry C. 
Gano, superintendent of A. Booth & 
Co., a business man of prominence 
and public spirit, reported to Mr. Bol­ 
denweck, it is said, that Fitzgerald 
had approached him with a proposi­ 
tion to pass several $1,000 bill*. 


Could Easily Pass Them. 
“With your big business connec­ 
tions,” Fitzgerald Is alleged to have 
argued to Colonel Gano, ‘‘you can 
easily pass them. 
There’s $500 in it 
for you.” 
After conferring with Mr. Bolden 
week, Colonel Gano continued negotia­ 
tions with Fitzgerald with the result 
that by prearrangement several wit­ 
nesses were secretly present when the 
former teller proposed to pass two 
$1,000 bills to Colonel Gano. 
“I will bring two,” Fitzgerald is al­ 
leged to have said, ‘‘for you can get 
two just as well as one.” 
’*o far as known Fitzgerald was not 
seen to pass any of the large bills. 
From the moment of Colonel Gano’s 
frat 
interview 
with 
the 
assistant 
United States treasurer it Is said Mr. 
Young or some of his men shadowed 


Fitzgerald. 
The trail, It is Intimated 
broadly. Involved others, not only in 
helping Fitzgerald to dispose of the 
money alleged to have been stolen, 
but in the very act of his having ex­ 
tracted it from the treasury vaults, 
and in the later covering of tracks. 
Who these persons were, those work 
ing on the case state they are not yet 
prepared to divulge. 
It had not been 
intended to arrest Fitzgerald at this 
time, as further evidence was not 
only wanted against M i n but develop 
ments were expected which would 
conclusively 
involve 
others. 
How' 
•vet, it is said, that those under sus­ 
picion had obtained an Inkling that 
untoward developments were going 
forward, and it was deemed hest to 
waste no time in securing the man 
charged with being the principal. 
Judge Chetlain of the superior court 
Issued a bench warrant for the arrest 
of Fitzgerald, charging him with the 
larceny of $173,000 from the govern­ 
ment vaults. 
Detective 
Young, 
with 
Detective 
Joseph Kinder of the state’s attorney’s 
office went 
Immediately to 
Rogers 
Park. 
Fitzgerald appeared at the door in 
his night gow'n and pair of trousers,; 
Mrs. Fitzgerald standing at the top of 
the stairs with white face and strained 
•yes, while Detective Kinder read 1 he | 
warrant. 
Fitzgerald listened to the 
reading with composure, kissed his tw-o 
young children goodby and left h i s ' 
almost hysterical wife to enter the au- i 
tomobile with I he officers.

Forces of the Form er Sultan Defeated 


in Battle and Put to Flight— Change 


of Rulers, It Is Believed, W ill Fur­

Tangier, Aug. 24.—The defeat of 
the sultan, Abdul el Aziz, by the 
forces of his brother, Mulat Hafld, has 
been confirmed. 
The sultan of record 
was surprised on the night of Aug. 19, 
and most of his troops deserted to the 
side of the usurping sultan after the 
firing of a few shots. 
Reports indicate 
that the defeat of Abdul el Aziz was 
due largely to the betrayal of his own 
tribesmen. 
Mulat Hafld has been pro­ 
claimed sultan of Morocco at Tangler 
and announcement of the proclama­ 
tion has been telegraphed to all parts 
of the country. 
All the officials who 
previously have been under the rule 
of Abdul el Aziz in this city declare 
that they have accepted Mulat Hath! 
as their leader, thereby making him 
supreme in all the large cities of Mo­ 
rocco.

his artillery either failed to work or

with. 
Some of the guns exploded, throwing 
the tribesmen into a panic. 
The vast 
majority of these seized the oppor­ 
tunity to flee during the engagement 
and general pillage broke out, many 
of the tribes seeking to carry off as 
much booty as possible. 
Abdul el Aziz and his escort re­ 
treated In an orderly manner to Sat- 
tnt, his army being pursued by the 
victorious 
troops 
of 
Mulat 
Hafid. 
Abdul el Aziz was accompanied in his 
flight by the grand vizier, the minis­ 
ter of foreign affairs, the French mili­ 
tary mission and two British officers. 
A Tangier newspaper stated that the 
British officers and several French of­ 
ficers are missing. 
It is said that the 
former sultan will proceed to Casa 
Blanca and that he intends to go to 
Damascus.

tltah Senator Favors Am erican A d op­ 
tion of European Forestry System. 
United States Senator Reed Smoot, 
chairman of the commission appointed 
by President Roosevelt to look into 
means for the conservation of the na­ 
tional forests, recently arrived in Lon­ 
don after a tour of inspection of tile 
European forests. 
Ile is convinced by what he has seen 
that the general principles of conti­ 
nental scientific forestry may be suc­ 
cessfully applied to the^Hnited States, 
although tile character "of the west de­ 
mands some modification in them. 
Senator Smoot considers tho forest 
of Silwald, owned and managed by the 
city of Zurich, the most carefully de­ 
veloped In the world. 
Such forests 
cost more per acre to take care of. lint 
yield a greater net gain because there 
are arrangements for the utilization of 
all possible products. 
Under the di­ 
rection of the municipal government 
sawmills, planing mills and excelsior 
and tool handle factories are run. 
At Munich the senator examined the 
experimental forest of the university, 
directed 
by 
Professor 
Mayer. 
Mr. 
Smoot considers that what he observ­ 
ed being done in the Black forest 
would be of the greatest benefit in the 
United States. 
Years ago the Black 
forest was being destroyed. 
It has 
now been greatly built up by the rig­ 
orous care of the German authorities. 
Every tree is numbered, and stock is 
taken each year. 
In Mr. Smoot’s opinion the same 
thing is Imperatively necessary to save 
the 104,000,000 acres of forest reserve 
In the United States at the present 
time. 
He says the commission he 
heads will probably advise an Increase 
In the United States forestry depart­ 
ment to that end.

supplies, stored up from IOO to 500 
years, are within sight of their end 
and sawmills that have been moved 
from the white pine belt of tile north 
to the yellow pine belt of the south 
have been moved to tile Pacific coast

We do not think j 
of moving a gristmill about from one 
Wheatfield to another as the fields in 
turn become exhausted.

WILL SNAPSHOT WILD LIFE. 


Young Roosevelt Being Taught by F. 
M„ Chapman, Well Known Ornitholo­ 
gist, to Use a Camera In the Field. 
Methods of Snapping Birds. 


Kermit Roosevelt is to be the offi­ 
cial photographer with the president's 
party on the African hunting trip. 
In 
preparation for this Important work 
the 
young 
man 
is 
studying 
with 
Frank M. Chapman, the ornithologist 1 
of New York city. 
The responsibility which will rest on I 
Kermlt’s shoulders will be heavy, for j 
all his father’s accounts of his adven- j 
tures in the jungles of the dark cont!- j 
nent are to be illustrated. 
It Is also ; 
understood that the president Is anx- I 
lous to bring back photographs of rare i 
African birds and other animals taken I 
In life for several of the big museums, ! 
including the Smithsonian Institution 
at Washington and the American Mu­ 
seum 
of 
Natural 
History 
In 
New 
York. 
The president was anxious to 
have Mr. Chapman accompany him, 
says the New York Times, but when 
this was found to be impossible it was 
decided that Kermit should get a com­ 
plete camera outfit and be trained in 
Its use by Mr. Chapman. 
Mr. Chapman has long been a friend I 
of the president. 
As associate curator j 
of the department of ornithology of 
the Museum of Natural History he 
bas made frequent trips Into the in­ 
terior of Florida, photographing rare 
end beautiful birds at close range and 
In the end making the collection at the 
museum one of the most complete and 
valuable in the world. 
It has been unusual indeed for him 
to pass through Washington since Mr. 
Roosevelt has been president without 
stopping over for luncheon or dinner 
at the White House, when the presi­ 
dent and he have discussed birds to 
the delight of both 
“The president could not have se­ 
lected a better man to help him pre­ 
pare for the photographic end of the 
expedition,” said a friend of Mr. Chap­ 
man the other day. 
"Ile has made a 
long and thorough study of birds with 
the camera, and lie is not only an ex­ 
pert in the use of the camera, but 
knows all the tricks of how to get 
close to tho birds.” 
The question now under considera­ 
tion by Kermit and Mr. Chapman is 
the best kind of photographic outfit to 
take. 
It Is expected that the camera 
alone, with the several lenses, includ­ 
ing a powerful long range lens, will 
cost about $250. 
He will have to 
snap birds hopping and flying and wild 
animals In motion. 
But the mechanical operation of the 
camera and a thorough understanding 
of Its mechanism, so that he can repair 
it In the event of Its getting out of or­ 
der far from the haunts of men, are but 
a small part of what Mr. Chapman will 
teach the president’s son. 
It is one 
thing to photograph young folks on a 
lawn, all anxious to be In the picture, 
and another to catch a wary bird In 
the heart of the jungle. 
Mr. Chapman’s success has been due 
to the fact that he has been able to get 
very close views of birds. 
One of his 
favorite methods is to construct a 
blind, cover It over with brush and 
then leave it for weeks until the birds 
have become thoroughly accustomed to 
It 
Then he has slipped into it before 
the birds are astir and has often been 
able to get good negatives of rare birds 
which hopped about unconcernedly only 
a few feet from his lens. 
Another favorite device is to hang a 
piece of burlap over a bush and leave 
It there for several weeks while on an­ 
other expedition and then creep under 
It and w a it 
Of course the camera 
must be arranged so that in snapping 
It there is no noise. The slightest sus­ 
picious sound would spoil everything.
